f DD though it would seem in any part of the world other than 
the Far East, it is typical of public leniency towards illegal 
practices in Hong Kong that majority comment on what came 
to be known as the Telfar Case leaned towards sympathy with 
the principal accused, sentenced on Wednesday to two years’ hard 
Inbour.

Jus- 
tice, in passirig sentence, remarked that one of the greatest curses 
in official life in the Far Eustis “squeeze,” adictum which finds 
the ready agreement of public opinion without, unfortunately, at 
least hitherto, the will or energy to combat ‘it. It is, indeed, the 
very volume of “squeeze” operations that furnish thelr greatest 
protection. So deeply rooted is the evil, yo wide its ramifica- 
tions, it is perhaps not surprising that there should have de- 
veloped an apathetic acceptance of “squeeze”, as aninevitable fea- 
ture of normal life in Hong Kong, and the Far East. It is not 
difficult, therefore, to explain public expressions of sympathy with 
Tefer, expressions having no reference whatever to the plea made 
in De defence, but merely to the fact that he happened to be 
caught, ; ‘ .

The little cottage when I ap- 
proached it had an air of smiling 


serenity which contrasted sharp-- 


ly with that frowning, gloomy 
house where first 1 had met the 
Professor's wife. Gaily coloured 
flowers sprawled and rioted in 
jovely profusion.everywhere, birds 
chirped and rustled in the 
branches of the gnarled old frult 
trees, From the chimney a thin 
plume of smoke ascended. With 
my hand on the latch of the gate 
1 stopped. What centuries seemed 
to have passed awny since the day 
of that tast dreadful scene in the 
Professor's housc—yct how vivid- 
ly it came before my mind! The 
Professor exultant, gloating, as ho 
clasped his bottie of precious pol- 
son. His wife:red-eyed, despairing. 
as she realised that the only crea- 
ture who cared for her, whoac 
companionship madz her dreary 
life bearable, had been callously 
done to death to support a sctentl- 
fic theory. 

Much had happened to me since 


‘that day, and if I had not become 


a great worldly success, if the 
wealth I had. sought was as far 
off as ever, at Icast I 
had learned something of pity for 
my fellows, something of human 
kindness and — understanding. 
Standing there, with the sunlight 
dappling the tiny green lawn, [ 
feel sympathy for that tortured 
soul, whose days and nights had 
been rendered unbearable by the 
sadistic cruelty. of, a warped and 
Joveless tyrant, until; half-crazed 
by ‘grief and gonded beyond en- 
durance she had——what? I had 
little doubt in my .mind that she 
had polsoned her husband! His 
sudden death, the doctor’s sur- 
prise, tho comp)ete abaence of any 
trace of his great diacovery—all 
pointed to it. But most conclusive 
of all, to my mind, was the look 
1 hnd seen leap to his wife's eyes 
in that one unguarded moment 
when her thick glasses had not 
been there to screen it. Hatred 
had looked out from them then, 
hatred and‘ something - stronger 
beafdes. I realised now with some- 
thing of ao shock that I had al- 
ways known it, that only some 
strange subconscious sympathy 
with her wrongs: had prevanted 
my warning the Professor thnt 
he had goaded his wife too far, I 
was an accessory’ :to the crime, 
if crime there was: 


For I shall never know for cor- 
tain now.
